The decrees promulgating the 


new taxes, left behind by Chancel- 
lor Heinrich Bruening as he de- 
parted for the Anglo-German con- 
ference at London, were published 
today by President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg. With their publication, 
the Government issued a manifes- 
to which sought both to explain to 
the people the necessity for the 
additional taxes and also to apprise 
Germany's creditors of the finan- 
cial situation which the country 
has reached, 


The manifesto referred specific- 


ally to the “imperative” need for 
a modification of the reparations. 


“The economic recovery of the 


world depends upon it, too,” the 
manifesto declared. “The Gere 
man nation is engaged in a de« 
cisive struggle for its future.” 


No Relicf in Young Plan, 
Assumptions om which the Young 


plan’ was based have proved er- 
roneous, the plan itself has given 
no relief and the time has come to 
tell the world that the reparations 
burden must be eased, the manifes- 
to said. 


There is no other way out, Her- 


mann Dietrich, the Finance Minis- 
ter, said in discussing the decrees. 


“We can and shall pay our 


debts,” he said, “‘but we shall have 
a mighty hard time.”

He denied 
that the poor man is harder hit 
than the rich by the new taxation 
decrees, and he said that restrict- 
ed imports have placed home- 
grown rye on the market to the 
almost complete exclusion of for- 
eign grain. The same thing will 
happen, he predicted, to minerals 
and oils. 


Fourth Step in 12 Months, 
It was the fourth time in 12 


months that the economy ax has 
fallen in Germany. Today's de- 
crees affect incomes and earnings 
and impose additional taxes on 
sugar, tobacco and petroleum, while 
even the drawers of the dole are 
also made to feel its pinch.

fense in his glamorous life of 
crime. 
Some excellent detective work 
was accomplished by these agents 
in the course of their investigation, 
which at times took them as un- 
dercover men into the haunts of 
the gang and demanded a coura- 
geous loyalty to duty. On One oc- 
casion an automobile license plate, 
issued under a fictitious name in 
another state, enabled them _ to 
catch up with and arrest a gang- 
ster who had been sought for six 
months, with a reward of $1000 to 
spur the chase.

Government Openly Defied. 
The first flagrant defiance of the

ingly in Chicago. That power was 
secured by alliance with political 
bosses, money-hungry public offi- 
cials and grafting police officers. 
So influential and daring had this 
lawless element become that it was 
not surprising to discover La Cava, 
one of the first of Capone’s col- 
lectors, snapping his fingers 


junction by operating a saloon un- 
der the eyes of friendly police. 

About the same time Terence 
Druggan and Frank Lake were op- 
erating six of Chicago’s largest 
breweries that had been closed by 
prohibition, without the slightest 
interference from city or county of- 
ficers. 

It was evident from the wide- 
open lawless operations of Drug- 
gan, Lake and La Cava that there 
was something overripe with all 
kinds of law enforcement in Chi- 
cago, and so another agency of the 
Government, the Intelligence Unit 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
took a hand under the direction of 
Elmer L. Irey, chief of the unit in 
Washington. 

‘This was early in 1926, under 
the administration of David H.

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first term in public office, to the 
menace of gang power. He lost no 
time swinging into line with the 
revenue agents to attack the gang- 
sters through the medium of the 
revenue laws. His unfaltering in- 


couraged Washington authorities to 
extend the investigation to the Ca- 
pones and their lieutenants. Inci- 
dentally the results subsequently 
achieved won for Johnson a rea,- 
pointment as District Attorney for 
another four years. 

Ralph Capone Gets Three Years. 

Tne agents thereupon turned 
the spotlight of investigation upon 
Ralph Capone, brother of “Scar- 
face Al” as one who had enriched 
himself from the rackets and ig- 
nored the income tax. When he 
was indicted Oct. 8, 1929, and sub- 
sequently convicted and sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary, 
the Government proved he had an 
income in excess of $1,000,000 from 
unlawful business in 1924-25-26. 

The indictment of his brother in- 
censed “Scarface Al,” who. set 
about to abort the case by applying 
the “fix,” but failed to find a taker 
for his money. Before the indict- 
ment Ralph moved swiftly to coun- 
teract it by making an offer in 
compromise. This offer was found 
upon examination to be false, and 
as a result he not only was indict- 
ed for evasion of taxes, but for 
making a false offer in compro- 
mise as well. 

Ralph Capone was more. close- 
ly associated with “Scarface Al’ 
than any of the other “big shots’ 
of that organization. The agents 
established his income from gam- 
bling houses, trade in alcohol, 
rackets against lowly and defense- 
less merchants and, worst of all; 
from disorderly houses where the 
gangsters preyed upon the wretched 
inmates. It is a notorious fact that 
“Scarface All’ and his brother, as 
well as Jake Guzik have always 
looked to disorderly houses under 
their control for a substantial part 
of their incomes. 

Books Kept to Show Profits. 

This was a part of their system 
for which books were kept for the 
gang leaders. The Government has 
in its possession the records kept 
for two such places in Stickney, a 
small town on the outskirts of Chi- 
cago. The inmates of those places, 
as shown by the records, were giv- 
en half their earnings, while the 
| Capones and Guzik shared the 
| remainder. 

The agents found a bank ac- 
count kept by Ralph Capone and 
i} this, together with records of gam- 
i bling house proceeds seized in raids, 


/enabled them to establish an in- 
|come for Ralph. The rest was 
easy. He mace no return of his 
earnings and had paid no tax. His 
conviction was a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

One source of revenue for Ralph 
Capone was the Cotton Club in 
Cicero, which featured Negro 
chorus girls and kept open house 
to all except Government agents. 
It was closed under Federal injunc- 
tion for whisky sales and Ralph 
Capone is a defendant in a con- 
spiracy case against the place. 

The Cotton Club was under sur- 
veillance a long-time before Ralph 
Capone was definitely connected 
with it as an owner. He had the 
Federal agents spotted, for when 
they would drive too near the 
place they were questioned by 
glowering gangsters concerning 
their business before they couid 
alight from their cars. On occas- 
ion when they would refuse to sub- 
mit to this examination, a police- 
man was called who would give the 
order to move on. In Cicero po- 
licemen worked hand-in-glove with 
Capone's: hoodlums. 

The Chase of Frank Nitti.. 

The Government again strength- 
ened its forces following the con- 
viction 
ditional agents from Washington 
and New York, and Frank Niiti. 
called “the enforcer” by Chicago 
police because of reports that he 
directed “Scarface Al's” homicide 
squad, became the target for their 
fire. He was indicted for tax evas- 
ion in March, 1930. But Nitti could 
not be found. All the haunts of 
the gangsters were kept under sur- 
veillance, but no Nitti. 

As weeks passed with no clew to 
Nitti’s whereabouts the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce offered a 
reward of $1000 for information 
that would lead to his apprehen- 
sion. After eight months it wos 
learned he had taken out an auto- 
mobile license in Wisconsin of a 
certain number under a fictitious 
name and was living in Berwyn, 
suburb of Chicago, under still an- 
other fictitious name. 
Berwyn, thickly inhabited by 
apartment dwellers, was watched 
for days by Federal agents who pa- 
trolled the place in automobiles 
and afoot for a sight of the Wis- 
consin license plate. This vigilance 
finally was rewarded one afternoon 
by an agent on foot who saw the 
license plate on a small sedan 
driven by a woman. 
He commandeered another auto- 
mobile, fortunately one that a me- 
chanic had taken out for a test run. 
joman’s Name Got by Ruse. 
The woman was trailed all after- 
noon. She was on a shopping tour 
and stopped at nearly a dozen 
places in different parts of the 
town to make purchases, before 
pulling up before an apartment in 
Berwyn, which she entered. 
The agent now felt certain he 
was on a hot trail, for he previous- 
ly had shadowed Greenberg to this 
apartment. He had learned Green- 
berg was calling on some tenant 
of the apartment but could not 
learn the tenant’s name. 


doors the agent dismissed the com- 
mandeered car and pushed the 
little sedan forward in front of a 
water plug. He then entered the 
building. 

“Who owns that little sedan out- 
side?” he inquired of the elevator 
operator. 

“Mrs. Ralph Belmont,” was the 
answer.

When the woman was safely in-/ 
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picion, fearing that unless he gave 
a plausible excuse for inquiring for 
“Mrs. Belmont” the inquiry might 
cause the woman, believed to be 
Mrs. Nitti, to suspect that her hus- 
band had been located and give} 
him opportunity to escape the trap 
to be set for his arrest. 

The agent watched from a safe 
distance, and a few minutes later 
the woman appeared, backed her 
car away from the water plug and 
re-entered the building. 

Now to make sure that ‘Mrs. 
Belmont” was Mrs. Nitti and that 
Nitti would come to. the apart- 
ment. He was known by sight to 
Several of the agents, and they ac- 
cordingly rented an upstairs apart- 
ment across the street from which 
they could see into “02, occupied 
by “Mrs. Belmont.” 

Nitti’s Capture. 
This vigil was rewarded a few 
nights later, about midnight, when 
Nitti himself was seen in the apart- 
ment... He had entered the bhuild- 
ing unobserved, probably from the 
rear. 
A telephone message to head- 
quarters down town brought a 
squad of crack shots under Pat 
Roche, chief investigator for 
State’s Attorney Swanson. Nitti, 
“the enforcer,” was to be cap- 
tured, and no chances were to be 
taken. 
About 3 a. m. the officers en- 
tered the building-one at a time, 
So as not to cause a disturbance, 
and met on the fourth floor. Roche 
himself approached the entrance 
to apartment 402 and knocked. His 
aids, lined down the hall on both 
sides of the door, waited with pis- 
tols in hand. There was no re- 
sponse and he knocked again. 
“Who's there?” inquired a 


woman’s voice. 

“Police officers, open this door,”’ 
Roche replied. 

“What do you wish?” the woman 
nervously asked. 

“We want Frank Nitti, so please 
open this door before we knock it 
down,” said Roche. 

“No one of that name is here,” 
the woman protested. 

“Then who lives here?” 
manded Roche. 

“The Belmonts,” said the woman 
in her sweetest tone. 

“Which Belmonts?” 
quired. 

There was a pause, and then 
was heard a man’s. voice. 

“The well-known Belmonts, you 
lousy bum., Get away from that 
door or I'll:‘bum~ you off.” 

This did not sound yy to 
Roche, who has a way of his own 
with hoodlums, and as he gave the 
word there was a crash and in went 
the door. 

The pistols were out and -up 
gvent the hands of a little man in 
pajamas. It was Nitti. . 

“Hello, Frank,” ‘said Roche. 
“Come on now, be yourself.” 

In a trice the handcuffs were on 
the gangster. 

Nitti was put under $50,000 bond 
to insure “his appearance for trial. 
Mrs. Nitti, the erstwhile ‘Mrs. 
Belmont,” was released. She had 
never had any part in her hus- 
band’s activities and no other con- 
nection with the underworld other 
than her marriage to Nitti. 

With the worry of Nitti being at 
large off their minds the agents 
marked Guzik for the next Capone 
lieutenant to fall. Known as 
“Little Jack the bomber,’ Guzik 
was acknowledged the strong arm 
of “Scarface Al’’ in arrunging suit- 


de- 


Roche in- 
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able political set-ups and also for 
planning reprisals where force was 
thé means to an end. 

He, too, had kept a bank ac- 
count, a safety deposit box and oc- 
casional records of the proceeds of 
gambling and disorderly houses, 
Guzik was indicted, tried and con- 
victed and sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary within 30 days, 
an all-time record for the hand- 
ling of such a case. 

The swift justice meted to Guzik 
threw the gang into a panic. There 
was something radically wrong 
here, they reasoned. They had 
boasted again and again that their 
politician friends would show Dis- 
trict Attorney Johnson where to 
get off by opposing his reappoint- 
ment. And. a new District At- 
torney, they told themselves, would 
go for them and kick over all those 
indictments. 

But Nitti took another view. Five 
years for Guzik! Not for him. He 
asked permission to plead guilty 
and threw himself on the mercy of 
the court. He was sentenced to 
18 months in the penitentiary, with 
a proviso that he never return to 
Chicago. He agreed to this, and 
immediately went to prison. “Scar- 
face Al’’ called him a quitter for 
taking the best way out. And 
worse luck for Capone, District At- 
torney Johnson was promptly re- 
appointed. 

Figures on Gangsters’ Incomes, 

The income of Guzik as shown 
“t his trial, on which he made no 
return and consequently paid no 
tax, was €6647,654.43 in 1927, $33,- 
365.92 im 1928 and $63,044.11 in 
1929., At least this was all the 
agents could trace. The tax and 
penalties on this income assessed 
against Guzik amounts to $344,- 


966.64, with which he must strug- 
gle while serving his five years. 

In his plea of guilty Nitti con- 
fessed a total income of $671,- 
160.27 for 1925-26-27. The tax 
and penalties assessed against him 
amount to $277,784.86. 

The next to receive a jolt was 
Sam Guzik, brother of Jake. He 
was indicted for evading taxes on 
an income in 1927-28 of $303,716, 
against which there are taxes and 
penalties amounting to $93,000. He 
also pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to a year in prison. 

A few weeks ago Louis Lip- 
schutz, brother-in-law of Jake Gu- 
zik, fell under the investigation. He 
was indicted for evading taxes on 
an income of $235,000 for 1927-28, 
on which the tax and penalties 
amount to $67,000. 

How did they get it? It has 
been the boast of Capone for years 
that he could do things in Chicago 
without interference by police. He 
and his lieutenants operated or had 
substantial interests in gambling 
houses that operated openly until 
the murder a year ago of Alfred J. 
Lingle, a Tribune reporter. For 
years they operated hundreds of 
gambling slot machines in the loop, 
and their revenue from this source 
was disclosed to have averaged 
$5000 a week. They also had a 
monopoly of the whisky business 
for the greater part of Chicago. 

In order to secure these. privi- 
leges it became necessary from 
their point of view to resort to 
murder at times. Nearly all the 
gang murders resulted from  at- 
tempts of rival gangsters to “mus- 
cle in’’ on Capone's exclusive gam- 
bling and bootlegging privileges, 
which came to him through a 
friendly set-up in the Police De- 
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partment. 

The West Suburban Ministers’ 
and Citizens’ Association was an 
organization of citizens of Cicero, 
Berwyn and Stickney. Disgusted 
with failure of their officers to en- 
force the law, they hired private 
investigators to gather information 
against the criminals. In 1925 
they forced a raid on the Haw- 
thorne Smoke Shop. During the 
raid “Scarface Al” appeared on the 
scene, and took command. 

While deputy sheriffs stood 
quietly by Capone ordered his gang- 
stets to ‘‘clean up,” whereupon they 
jumped into the raid and slugged 
the citizens. They were not ar- 
rested. A month later David Mor- 
gan, who was active in the associ- 
ation, was shot while entering his 
home at midnight in Berwyn, 


And while the Government was 
driving ahead against Capone and 
his gang, the agents were not over- 
looking a grafting politician here 
and there, for the record of indict- 
ments for evasion of taxes now in- 
cludes Gene Oliver, a county as- 
sessor; Lawrence O’Brien of Chi- 
cago, member of the State Legis- 
lature, and Chris Paschen, Build- 
ing Commissioner and member of 
former Mayor Thompson's cabinet. 

“Searface Al” Keeps No Books. 

It has been most difficult to 
trace ‘‘Al’’ Capone's income for the 
reason that he has never bothered 
with a bank account, a check, a 
note or a safety deposit box. Nor 
has he @kept books or a record of 
any kind. He was not a stock- 
holder of record in anything, al- 
though known to have stock in- 
terests. His pocket is his bank; 
his word his bond. 

It is the experience of income tax 


examiners that under most favor- 
able conditions it is often @ifficult 
to discover a tax fraud in beoks 
setting forth the detail of @ busi- 
ness. 

There was no such record to aid 
the Government in its investigation 
of the tax frauds of Capone and 
his gang, and the disruption of this 
criminal organization by imprison- 
ment of its leaders is an ou -stand- 
ing achievement of the Intelligence 
Unit since its establishment as the 
investigating body of the Depart- 
ment of Internal Revenue. 

With Capone once in the penten- 
tiary,* where he cannot intimidate 
witnesses, police of Chicago would 
not be seriously hampered should 
they elect to solve some of the 
murders laid to the Capone gang. 
The once powerful influence of 
“Scarface Al” hitherto has blocked 
serious effort in this direction. 


Capone’s Florida Residence At- 
tached on Lawyer's $50,000 Claim. 


By the Associated Press. 
MIAMI, Fia., June 6.—Deputy 


Sheriffs tonight attached Al Ca- 
pone’s Palm Beach Island resi- 
dence and removed part of its fur- 
nishings following the filing of a 
suit against him by Vincent C, 
Giblin, Miami attorney. The suit, 
filed in circuit court, is for $650,- 
000 which it alleged is the balance 
due Giblin as fees for services as 
attorney. 

After part of the furnishings 
had been taken to a warehouse, 
further operations were ordered 
stopped at 10:30 p. m. when Gib- 
lin said he had been informed Ca- 
pone would communicate with him 
during the night. The officers said 
they had been ordered to halt the 
removal of the furnishings until 
Monday.

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Dr. Pieper, a minister 56 years 
and a teacher of future ministers 
53 years, died of cancer last 
Wednesday at his home on. the 
new seminary grounds. He would 
have been 79 years old June 27. 
Form 1899 to 1911 he was presi- 
dent of the nation-wide Missouri 
Synod, and since 1887, when he 
succeeded the late Rev. Ferdinand 
Walther as head of the seminary, 
he had been regarded the doctrinal 
leader of the Synod. 

Nearly half of the Holy Cross 
Church was reserved for men he 
had instructed, some of whom had 
come from distant states for the 
services. It is estimated that he 
taught three-fourths of the 3500 
pastors now active under the Mis- 
souri Synod in all parts of the 
United States and in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Faculty Attends Services, 

As the bell tolled, fellow-mem- 
bers of the Concordia faculty filed 
in and took their places in the re- 
served section. Following them 
were directors of the seminary, the 
entire faculty of the associated 
theological seminary at Springfield, 
UL, representatives of pre-theolog- 
ical Lutheran colleges in Milwau- 
| kee, Fort Wayne, Concordia, Mo., 
and elsewhere, the St. Louis clergy, 
and then a large group of Dr. 
Pieper’s former pupils, now pastors 
in other cities. 

Dr. Pieper’s life was held up as 
admirably exemplifying the specific 
tenents of his faith in the sermon 
by the Rev. Frederick Pfotenhauer 
|of Chicago. president of the Synod,

Ethel Barrymore Has Completed a Dash Through 
The One-Night Stands, Which Brought Remarkable 
Results—Al Jolson Wants to Return to the Cin- 
ema in a Serious Role — Paul Nicholson Back. 


EFERENCE having been made in these columns last week to 
the nationwide slump in the movie theaters—it is announced 
now that the Rialto, one of New York’s leading cinema cathe-

drals, will shut up shop for the summer—it is just as well to men- 
tion that Ethel Barrymore has been on a whirlwind tour of the 
country playing, frequently, in picture theaters, the only temples of 
amusement left in many of the towns she visited. 

Miss Barrymore ended her 9566-mile dash through the one 
night stands of the South, Southwest and Midwest and East in Al- 


bany, N. Y., last night. She began her adventure into the seldom- 
played sections of the country at Princeton University on March 2 
and appeared in 66 towns, 60 of them for one night only, in 23 
states. Since Sir. Johnston Forbes-Robertson completed his farewell 
to America in 1916, she is the first important player to undertake 
an intensive tour of these smaller cities. . 

Audiences varying from 1000 to 4000 people have witnessed 
single performances of “‘The Love Duel,” which Barrymore acted, 
and her. receipts have established records in many theaters. Not 
even Sarah Bernhardt in her Texas tent days equaled some of the 
nouses which Barrymore drew. Richmond, Va., gave her her largest 
single night’s receipts, and Cumberland, Md., the lowest. With few 
exceptions the S. R. O. sign was displayed wherever the actress ap- 
peared. In some towns Barrymore was the first living player many 
of the younger generation ever had seen. 

As the majority of the former legitimate theaters in the smaller 
cities have crumbled into dust or been refashioned to receive the 
light and sound of Hollywood, the actress trod boards, not made his- 
toric by Booth or Modjeska or by her own glamorous family, but 
enlivened by the sounds and shadows of the Pickfords and the Chap- 
lins of the mechanical age of entertainment.

rules and prizes that distinguish it 
as by far the most “democratic” 
yet held in St. Louis. 

The contest is confined to gar- 
dens within the city limits, and the 
gardening must be strictly amateur. 

“All work in the garden must be 
the work 6f the owner, with the 
exception of rough labor.” state the 
rules. “All work by professionals 
will positively be barred.” 

In order to give the smalf garden 
an equal chance with the large, 
judging will be by a scale of points, 
a possible 50 for design and ar- 
rangement, 20 for quality of flow- 
ers, shrubs and trees, 15 for lawn, 
and 15 for personal planting and 
upkeep. 

For the best gardens in the city 
Shaw's Garden has _ contributed 
3100 in prizes, $50 first, $35 second 
and $15 third. In addition, to those 
amateurs who, because of unfav- 
orable location or lack of facilities, 
¢annot win one of the three major 
prizes, $10 special awards are of- 
fered for excellence in 10 particu- 
lar phases of city gardening. 

They include lawn, annuals, per- 
ennials, shrubs, vase, window or 
porch box, rose garden, water lilies, 
garden accessories and vegetable 
garden. Winners in the major con- 
test are not eligible for these spe- 
cial prizes, and several prizes may 
be awarded in each special cluss, at 
the discretion of the judges. 

Entries are to be made by June 
15, and gardens are to be judged 
by the first week in September. 

Contestants are expected to hold 
some form of membership in the 
society, since no entry fee will be 
charged. Entry blanks may be ob- 
tained from the secretary, Miss 
Ruth Cornelius, at the society’s of- 
fice in Shaw's Garden, Prospect 
5918. C. B. Nicholson is chairman 
of the Contest Committee.

What's New in 
Radio Industry 


By MARTIN CODEL. 
CHICAGO, June 6.—What’s new 
in radio? Here on the eve of the 
annual Radio Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation trade show, which will 
open Monday, one hears much talk 
of midgets, television, the variable- 
mu and pentode tubes, new long- 
life battery sets, the Stenode Ra- 
diostat, home talkies and many 
other things. 
Thousands of radio dealers are 
gathering from all parts of the 
country to preview the latest the 
radio industry has to offer, the of- 
ferings these same dealers will be 
making to the buying public from 
this time on, 

Foremost, perhaps, {s the em- 
phasis being placed upon the pro- 
duction of the small, compact, low- 
priced receiving sets generally 
called midgets. They will be evi- 
dent on all hands and for the most 
part they, like the larger sets, are 
employing the superheterodyne 
circuit. 

The larger sets, of course, will 
continue to command large sales, 
for much more can be done with 
them in the way of engineering true 
tone values. The superheterodyne 
dominates all classes of sets, hardly 
a major manufacturer today ig- 
noring that circuit. Then, too, with 
a wide market still prevailing for 
battery sets, especially among the 
non-electrified rural regions, the 
new A batteries, oné with a life of 
about 1000 hours, will be consid- 
erably in evidence. 

The two new tubes, the variable- 
mu a pentode, are to be fea- 
tured. The variable-mu is a screen- 
grid which permits stronger sig- 
nals to be fed into the radio fre- 
quency amplifier without causing 
cross-talk, liminates hissing back- 
srq@ind noises and does away with 
the need for controlling devices to 
compensate for the different inten- 
sities of distant and local signals. 
The ordinary radio receiver can- 
not use the variable-mu. Neither 
can it use the power pentode, 
which is a tube with many times 
the usual amplification of a power 
tube. It takes special circuits for 
both these tubes, and these specia! 
circuits are incorporated in many 
of the sets to be offered to the 
public.

Under all the circumstances the 
question has seemed academic, 
far as the railroads are concerned 
and I have not tried to work out 
a specific plan for their publi 
ownership and operation.

In the case 
of certain utilities operating in a 
prosperous community, it might be 
wise to allow the trustees some dis- 
cretion in the creation of a surplus 
to be used. Of course, I am only 
touching on some of the high points 
in the charter. 

If the operations of the utility 
are complicated, and it serves many 
distinct classes of customers simi- 
larly situated, it might be well to 
provide for adjudication by the ap- 
propriate public regulatory com- 
mission of complaints alleging un- 
just discrimination or departures 
from published rates. (The appro- 
priate commission, in the base of 
utilities operating within a State, 
would be the State utility commis- 
sion: in cases of utilities doing an 
interstate business, it would be the 
Interstate Commerce, Power or 
other Federal commission, if any, 
having particular jurisdiction). I 
would give the commission super- 
vision over accounting, and it 
might be given some measure of 
control over important extensions 
of service. But broadly speaking, 
the amount of such supervision, 
which involves divided responsi- 
bility and judicial rather than ad- 
ministrative procedure, should be 
reduced to a minimum. 

The Government could permit 
the corporation to take its chance, 
like an ordinary private corpora- 
tion, without guaranty of obliga- 
tions. But if it wishes to give the 
corporation the best possible credit 
and access to capital at the lowest 
rates of interest, it could provide 
such a guaranty. This latter course 
would have the advantage that it 
would give the taxpayers, who are 
a most influential element in every 
community, a direct interest in the 
affairs of the corporation, so that 
they would uphold the executive 
branch of the Government in se- 
lecting a nonpolitical and efficient 
board of trustees. 

In the case of an urban trans- 
portation system, it would be just 
and right to assess part of the cost 
of rapid transit lines, involving 
costly subway or elevated railway 
construction, upon the real estate 
benefitted thereby. 


Check on Trustees. 


The legislativ branch of the 
Government woulc retain a distinct 
measure of ccntrol over the cor- 
poration through authority to 
amend its charter, from time to 
time, in any way which would not 
unlawfully impair contract obliga- 
tions, and throu~h its power to au- 
thorize an investigation of the cor- 
poration’s affairs. But it would 
have no authority otherwise to 
meddle in the management, and 
any amendments of the _ charter 
would require approval of both 
branches of the legislative body, if 
it has two branches, and also of 
the executive. 

The executive would have ulti- 
mate control] over management 
through his authority to appoint 
the trustees, just _as the stockhold- 
ers of a private corporation select 
the directors. But I think the 
trustees should have a fairly long 
term of office, only one coming up 
for appointment each year, so that 
the management would not be in 
danger of being uprocted through 
caprice. In the ordinary case, five 
trustees would be enough, and I 
think they should be paid salaries,

This plan of representation of 
nonpolitical elements has been fol- 
lowed to some considerable extent 
in Germany, and apparently with 
good results. It is called the 
“mixed-management” plan. These 
minority trustees would not be in 
control, but they would be on the 
ground in direct touch with all the 
affairs of the company and in a 
position to expose mismanagement. 
I do not consider this feature es- 
sential, because I believe that most 
executives would normally see to it 
that these elements of the com- 
munity were represented on the 
board. I know that this has been 
done in the case of the public trus- 
tees of the Poston Electric Railway 
Co., and I am told that it has been 
done in the case of the directors of 
the Canadian National Railways. 


No Bar Against Unions. 


If a still further safeguard were 
deemed desirable, it would be pos- 
sible to provide for minority stock 
holdings by various centralized or- 
ganizations throughout the com- 
munity. No large.investment would 
be required, but these minority in- 
terests would have the usual rights 
of stockholders to inquire into the 
affairs of their company, and any 
special rights of this character 
which it might be thought wise to 
provide for in the charter. 

The name of the corporation 
should, I believe, clearly indicate 
its public character, and in the case 
of uniformed employes the _ uni- 
forms should be designed to _  in- 
clude in some attractive way, and 
without expense to the employes, 
the insignia of the controlling gov- 
ernment. The employes should, in 
short, be made to realize that they 
are working for public and not for 
private interests. Some plan should 
be devised for the publie recogni- 
tion of especially meritorious sery- 
ice, upon the part of both officers 
and men. This idea has for many 
years been followed to much ad- 
vantage in the military depart- 
ments of the Government, in city 
police and fire departments, and 
also in some private industries. The 
employes should be permitted and 
encouraged to organize.

Without doubt I 
spoke with sufficient clarity as I 
interrupted the King with the 
statement that “I will not be an 
obstacle in the road we may have 
to take and which.the welfare of 
Spain may require.”

In a 
few brief words, Prime Minister 
Admiral Aznar, outlined the prob- 
lem which we had to examine and 
we had no other recourse than to 
speak and to speak clearly.

King’s Flight a Necessity. 

An hour later, I was informed 
that Alfonso awaited me. When ] 
mrrived at the Palace I perceived 
that the atmosphere had changed 
entirely, the faces of the high dig- 
nitaries and of the servants be- 
trayed an air of uneasiness, 

The King awaited me impatient- 
ly. We went into his office. Put- 
ting every. possible emphasis on 
my words, I repeated the advice al- 
ready given him through Viscount 
Aguilar. 

During the course of the conver- 
sation the King requested me to see 
Niceto Alcala Zamora, Republican- 
Socialist leader, and learn his pro- 
posals. Just 25 :ears ago Alcala 
Zamora, the present provisional 
president of the Spanish Republic, 
accompanied -he Royal party as 
my private secretary, on a voyage 
to the Canary Islands.

The moment was 
hardly propitious to suggest any al- 
terations in the document, but we 
were all agreed that it would hard- 
ly do to make the contents of the 
manifesto known to the country 
until after the royal family was 
across the border. 


Tears at Journey’s End. 


The King bade us good-by. It 
was a moment of great emotion. 
There was not a face which wasn't 
covered with tears and some of us 
could not refrain from sobbing. 

The King’s departure had been 
set for 8:30 in the evening of the 
day before the Queen left. A 15- 
minute delay was incurred when 
Gen. Rivera was unable to reach 
the? palace because of obstacles 
placed in the streets leading to the 
building. 

Finally the motor cavalcade was 
ready. The King, with Infante 
Don Alfonso, occupied one auto- 
mobile. In another was Gen. Ri- 
vera with the Duke of Miranda, 
and in the third were three Adju- 
tants to the King. The party left 
the city through the Campo del 
Moro. The journey to the coast 
was without incident except at 
Murcia, where a crowd, at first sus- 
picious, gathered about the King's 
automobile and saluted him _ re- 


spectfully. 
The arrival, at Cartagena was 
marked by nce on the part of 


the thousands ,of people gathered 
in the streets. There was neither 
applause nor Outcry. King Alfonso 
boarded a small boat to be taken

The King should resign his power 
before the Council of Ministers. It 
will not be prudent for him to 
leave Spain by way of Irun, be- 
cause there, as in San Sebastian, 
exists great public feeling against 
him. It will be best for him to 
leave through the Portuguese fron- 
tier.” 

Hearing these words I realized 
that any argument was futile and 
limited myself to informing Alcala 
that I would convey his declaration 
to the King and the Council of 
Ministers. 


Serene Despite Ill News. 


I returned to the Palace. I will 
newer forget my conversation with 
the King. The occasion was the 
tumbling down of ail the efforts 
of a lifetime, yet the King main- 
tained himself with a freezing 
calmness. Alfonso, more serene 
than I have ever seen him, lis- 
temed to my message. He then in- 
dicated that he was inclined to 
write a message to the Nation, and 
outlined its contents to me, 

I took leave of the King and 
went to the Department of In- 
terior. The Minister and Assist- 


his equanimity seemingly restored, 
leaving his hotel at Fontainbleau, France, followed by one of his 
daughters. 


‘ant Secretary had gone to lunch. 
From the Interior Department I 
requested the President of the 
Council and the Minister of In- 
‘terior by telephone to come imme- 
diately. They arrived in a _ few 
minutes, as did Gen. Berenguer. I 
recounted the conversation which 
had taken place at the palace and 
impressed upon them the necessi- 
ty of taking steps to insure order 
during the time the King would re- 
linquish power and the new Gov- 
ernment would step in. 

Shortly after Our conversation 
started, we received word of the 
hoisting of the first Republican 
flag atop the Palace of Communk 
cations. A noisy mob was advanc- 
ing toward the Oriente Plaza and 
the large Puerta del Sol Plaza was 
gradually filling with an excited, 
cheering throng. 

We agreed to notify Alcala Za- 
mora that he should endeavor to 
maintain order until the last Coun- 
cil meeting had been held with the 
King. Zamora, however, refused to 
take action, asserting that if the 
royal family’s departure from Spain 
was delayed we would have to take 
the consequences, 

Some of the Ministers favored re- 
sistance to the new Government, 
but King Alfonso cut short the dis- 
cussion by declaring, “I do not wish 
to resist. Not one drop of blood 
shall be shed on my behalf. Why 
are we wasting time?”

terior both then admitted they pos- 


past three days gave way and the 
tears streamed unchecked down his 
cheeks, Recovering himself, he 
turned to Admiral Rivera and said: 

“Pardon me, Admiral, but the 
thing which I loved most in the 
world is the country which I have 
just abandoned.” 


*The text of the manifesto 
issued by Alfonso is as follows: 

“The elections held on Sunday 
revealed clearly to me that I have 
lost today the love of my people. 
My conscience tella me that this 
disaffection will not be definite, 
because I have always served 
Spain. My only aim even in the 
most critical circumstances was 
public interest. A King can make 
mistakes and without doubt I have 
erred myself sometimes, but I well 
know that our country has always 
shown itself generous towards un- 
malicious faults. 

“I am King of all Spaniards and 
I am Spanish myself. I could have 
employed divers means to keep the 
royal perogatives and effectively 
fight my adversaries, but I wish to 
avoid everything that might throw 
my compatriots into fratracidal 
civil war. 

“I renounce none of my rights 
because, more than my own, they 
are the depot accumulated by his- 
tory and I shall have to answer for 
their preservation. 

“Tt await the truthful expression 
of the collective opinion and while 
waiting for the nation to speak I 
deliberately suspend the exercise of 
royal perogative and take myself 
from Spain, knowing thus that she 
is the sole mistress of her destiny. 

“Today again I believe that I am 
accomplishing the duties dictated 
to me by the love of my country. 
I demand of God that other Span- 
lards understand their duty as pro- 
foundly as 1.” 


that they may press their demands 
too far, to the public injury and 
eventually to their own injury. 
They should be treated in accord 
with the most enlightened stand- 
ards prevailing in the industry of 
this country. No doubt, indeed, 
the Government should lead in this 
respect. But it cannot without 
danger get too far ahead of the 
procession. My observation of the 
public service, however, has not 
led me to believe that this is a very 
serious danger. 

Keeping Out of Politics. 

The trustees, and the manage- 
ment for which they are responsi- 
ble, should endeavor to maintain 
close friendly and co-operative re- 
lations, not ‘only with the organiza- 
tion heads, but also with the men 
themselves. The management of the 
Canadian National Railways under 
Sir Henry Thornton provides a 
most excellent model in this re- 
spect. One result has been to show 
that the employes can be of the 
greatest aid in keeping the com- 


pany free from undesirable political 


entanglements. The men will re- 
spond to reasonable treatment, and 
more readily, I believe, in publie 
than in private service. I would 
not subject the employes to civil 
service regulations, until a need 
therefor has been demonstrated. 
Such regulations have disadvan- 
tages as well as advantages. They 
should be adopted, not of prefer- 
ence, but only of necessity. 

This plan of conducting a public 
business through the medium of a 
publicly-controlled corporation is, 
I believe, spreading rapidly. It has, 
for example, been adopted quite ex- 
tensively in both Great Britain and 
Germany. A recent Conservative 
Government in England followed 
such a plan in the development of 
the Central Electricity Board, and 
the present Labor Government is 
now proposing it i®connection with 
London passenger transport. The 
present Minister of Transport stated 
that “he had frankly broken away, 
as he believed the Labor Party 
would have to do in nearly all big 


trading undertakings, from. the old 


conception of direct State of Mu- 


nicipal management on  depart- 
mental lines.”” The new statesman 
and nation, of London, recently 
said: 


Precedents Elsewhere. 


“The idea of public adminis- 
tration has hitherto connoted in 
men’s minds the idea of control 
by Parliament or by an elected 
local authority. It will, we hope 
and believe, continue to involve 
this idea in matters of high policy 
plainly concerning the public 
interest. But we have to learn, 
ase we are learning already in 
the case of the British Broad- 
casting Co., to distinguish be- 
tween ultimate control over 
policy, and supervision of the af- 
fairs of day-to-day administra- 
tion. We have to learn that, if 
we are to manage public services 
efficiently, we shall have to leave 
their administrators to get on 
with the job, reserving the right 
to criticise, and to replace them 
if they bungie, but leaving them. 
free, over a wide field, to settle 


. “ 


current questions on their own 
responsibility.’”’ 

On this continent there are at 
least two cases where this general 
idea, broadly speaking, has been 
followed out on an extensive scale, 
and I think there are others. One 
is the Boston Elevated Raltlway 
Company, which owns and operates 
all of the surface, elevated and 
subway lines of railway in the Bos- 
ton metropolitan district, and 
which leases and operates all sub- 
ways and tunnels. It is a statutory 
corporation, but its affairs are now 
directed by a board of five gublic 
trustees appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The other is the Cana- 
dian National Railways, which 
also is 2 corporation and owns and 
operates railroad lines just as rail- 
way companies ordinarily do. Its 
stock, however. is owned by the 
Dominion Government, and its di- 
rectors are appointed by that Gov- 
ernment. 

If the plan were to be followed 
in the case of all railroads in the 
United States, the undertaking

In the Boston Wlevateé Raltway 
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| Karch Calls for an Imme- 
@ate Special Session of Congress. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE industrial depression has reached 


such proportions throughout the 
United States that immediate and drastic 
measures must be taken to meet the sit- 
uation. 

Although those high in industry and 
finance are daily spreading optimistic 
propaganda, there is no authority that 
there will be any appreciable revival of 
business in time to obviate the ex- 
traordinary impending distress which 
will come upon us next winter. 

The resources of private charity are 
exhausted. Unemployment i@ actually 
on the increase, and nothing short of a 
sudden and miraculous turn toward in- 
dustrial activity will save the nation from 
@ siege of hardships and famine un- 
paralleled in the history of this country. 
Ominous unrest is beginning to manifest 
itself in the large centers. 

I view the immediate future with great 
alarm. Fourteen million of our popula- 
tion are directly affected. A large per- 
centage of these have subsisted on mea- 
ger rations for almost two years. Un- 
dernourishment and physical hardships 
are becinning to take their toll, and, un- 
less emergency relief is immediately 
forthcoming, we will ‘have to combat 
pestilence with famige. 

In my judgment, n@thing but a special 
session of Congress immediately called, 
will avert this imminent disaster. 

We should heed the warning sounded 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, in a re- 
cent address, that unless the poor are 
promptly restored to their rights to work 
for a living it may be too late to stem 
the tide of discontent and disorder, and 
political and economic upheaval. 

I propose to staft work at once upon 
@ new large scale Federal project pian, 
of such magnitudé as to employ all of 
the idle workmen. We finally have to 
come to it. and humanity demands that 
we do it now. 

The bést minds of the country that 
have given the problem any study are 
proposing this very plan, and are advo- 
cating it as a permanent policy of the 
nation under the term of “flexible public 
works program.”

They could 
easily induce the President to call an ex- 
tra session if they chose to do so by 
speaking through their various organiza- 
tions in every section of the land. 

Political expediency must be laid aside 
fn this hour of national] calamity. It is 
not a question whether the President or 
the members of Congress themselves’ de- 
sire a special session. The crisis de- 
mands action. 

The first remedial measure which 
#hould be enacted at a special session of 
Congress is the legalizing of beer as @ 
Déeverage—thereby opening the brew- 
series. This would put at least 1,000,000 
men te work immediately. The impetus 
to general business would be instantan- 
eous and of such force as to automatical- 
ly start up related industries.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
INCE the assignment of the Pulitzer 
G prix to Charles S. Ryckman of the 
Fremont Tribune for his editorial, “The 
Gentleman from Nebraska,” there appears 
to be ¢onsiderable confusion of opinion in 
the minds of our countrymen of sister states 
concerning the political status of Nebraska. 
We of Nebraska, of course, can understand 
the situation, and we have no regrets to 
offer for the outcome of the past senatorial 
contests, either in the Republican primary 
or at the general election. Neither have 
we any apologies to make for our senior 
Senator, the Hon. George W. Norris, who 
was elected by a majority of 75,000 votes. 
Senator Norris needs no eulogy or intro- 
duction to conscientious progressive “states- 
men in either the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic party. He is known throughout 
our country as a true and courageous leader 
ef those progressive forces now being con- 
centrated against that financial greed which 
has pauperized the masses of our citizenry 
and brought our nation to its present de- 
plorable condition. However, since Charles 
S. Ryckman, in representing those forces, 
so decisively defeated in Nebraska at the 
last election, attempts to mislead our coun- 
trymen as to the reason for the Old Guard 
defeat, and since the jury of awards has 
so willingly supplied its support in giving 
notoriety to such indefensible slander of 
Nebraska people, a review of the political 
complexion of that senatorial contest would 
seem to be in order.

The Democratic party, 
due to intérnal strife over prohibition and 
religious views, culminating in the over- 
whelming majority given Hoover, was dis- 
organized and apparently without the power 
of rejuvenation. Within the Republican 
party the reactionary forces, presumably 
strengthened by the Old Guard and the 
administration at Washington, were making 
a most determined fight to unseat Norris. 
During previous campaigns, by virtue of 
the high regard in which ‘Senator Norris 
was held by his constituents, the Senator 
had been able to defeat this element: but 
in this campaign the strength of those re- 
actionaries had been enhanced through the 
Senator’s bolt from the Republican ranks 
in his support of Gov. Smith. What, then, 
were Democrats to do about the situation? 
The Democratic party was too weak to 
elect a Democratic Senator, even though 
we might find a candidate of Senator Nor- 
ris’ caliber.

case, the exisfing corporation, pre- 
viously under private control, was 
used in carrying out the plan. It 
was peculiarly fitted for the pur- 
pose, for all of its securities had 
been issued under public super- 
sion.and there was no inflation in 
its capitalization. In the case of 
many utilities, no doubt the exist- 
ing corporation could be used, the 
Government merely condemning or 
otherwise acquiring its stock. But 
in all such instances I should rec- 
ommend a reframing of the com- 
pany’s charter along the lines I 
have indicated. 

A theught which I believe to be 
sound is that the more important 
the utility is from the community 
point of view, the more likelihood 
there is that it can be safely en- 
trusted to direct public control, 
particularly if a plan such as I 
have suggested is followed. A small, 
obscure operation is much more apt 
to fall a prey to mismanagement 
than one which is in the direct 
path of the limelight and plays a 
vital part in community life and 
prosperity. It would be difficult 
for a Government long to survive 
a corrupt and inefficient manage- 
ment of such a utility. 

Let me say also, and in conclu- 
sion, that if such a public under- 
taking can be protected, as I be- 
lieve it can be, from continual pet- 
ty and political interference, and 
its management given a degree of 
autonomy somewhat comparable to 
that existing in private undertak- 
ings, I am confident that no diffi- 
culty will be experienced in obtain- 
ing the services of men of the high- 
est ability and character. Canada 
had no difficulty in obtaining the 
services of Sir Henry Thornton, 
one of the outstanding railroad 
men of England and, prior to that 
time, one of the outstanding rail- 
road men of the United States. 

The present chairman of the 
board of public trustees of the Bos- 
ton, Elevated Railway is Henry I. 
Harriman, who has twice been 
president of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce and has a distin- 
guished record in the public utility 
field. He is now serving the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts as 
loyally as he formerly served pri- 
vate interests. At the present time 
few, if any, of the great executives 
of the country own or even control 
the properties which they manage. 
They all serve somebody and, if 
given a fair chance, I believe that 
many of them would actually pre- 
fer to serve their country or their 
State or their city to serving pure- 
ly private interests and profit.

First Major Exhibition in 
America of Works of 
Noted Swedish Artist 
Opens in Forest Park. 


The first. major exhibition in 
America of the works of Cari 
Milles, noted Swedish sculptor, and 
the second largest show of his stat- 
uary ever held, opened yesterday 
at City Art Museum in Forest Park, 
where 48 Milles pieces are on dis- 
Play. 

Occupying all of one of the larger 
galleries and a seperate room for 
photographs, with some pieces 
placed in the main hall, the collec- 
tion represents one of the major 
exhibits at the museum in recent 
years. 

The sculptor himself. some of 
whose work was exhibited at the 
Modern Arts Festival of the. League 
of Women Voters in April, was here 
last week and helped to install the 
exhibit. He will return during the 
continuance of the show through 
the summer from Detroit, where he 
is resident sculptor at the $15,000,- 
000 Cranbrook Academy of Art. 
Thirty-five of the works are from 
his personal collection and are tak- 
en from the garden of his villa on 
an island in the harbor at Stock- 
holm. 


All Kinds of Treatment. 


Specimens of every kind of treat- 
ment by the artist, in bronze, in 
granite and marble, and in wood 
are shown. Many are original 
works or replicas of originals in 
Sweden and others are sketches for 
works completed or for proposed 
memorials. 


Towering in Sculpture Hall is 
the equestrian figure of ‘“Folke 
Filbyter,’’ legéndary king of Swe- 
den, and founder of the Folkunga 
dynasty. In the piece, the orig- 
inal of which is at the celebrated 
Folkunga fountain at Linkoping, 
Sweden, Milles has depicted the 
near-sighted old man crossing &@ 
river in search of his lost grand- 
son, who, according to legend, was 
stolen by monks. The piece is of 
green bronze and is reproduced in 
sketches and miniature in the main 
exhibition. 

The effectiveness is greatly in- 
creased by a display in another gal- 
lery of photographs of the entire 
fountain in action at Linkoping. 
Among the photographs are  pic- 
tures of Milles’ other fountain 
pieces in original settings at his 
villa and at other places in Sweden. 

Another Fountain Picce. 

“The Triton Urn,” a bronze foun- 
tain piece covered with 2 black pa- 
tina, also in Sculpture Hall, came 
from the garden and was brought 
to America especially for this show. 
Four other Tritons of heroic size 
are copied from garden pieces. In 
the center of the gallery, they are 
figures of extraordinary virility 
and robustness in somewhat mod- 
ern treatment. The particular 
replicas here are to go to the Art 
Institute of Chicago permanently 
as the gift of Swedish residents of 
that city. 

Some figures, as “Dancing Girls” 
and “Diana,” represent § Milles’ 
closest approach to classica)] treat- 
ment and recall the period of his 
enrly life when he was a student 
of Rodin and much under the in- 
fluence of the French master. 

Milles’ style ranges through 
various types of academic treat- 
ment. In contrast are two in- 
terpretations of the classic myth 
of Europa and the Bull, one a 
finely drawn bronze from the foun- 
tain at Halmstad, Sweden, and the 
other an almost humorous drawing 
of the woman and the bull, broad- 
ly realistic and with more than a 
suggestion of “layan or Oriental 


art. 


. a 


Influence of Renaissance. 

In the woodcuts of Emanuel 
Swedenborg, Milles’ style shows the 
influence of Renaissance artists 
with a strong Gothic effect. Two 
of the Swedenborg figures are 
sketches for a proposed monument 
in London. “No living, sculptor 
combines so much personal style 
with so great a variety of treat- 
ment,” Stanley Casson, noted En- 
glish critic, wrote of Milles in a 
book on sculpture recently. 

Other works in the exhibit 
demonstrate Milles’ feeling for mass 
effect and his use of highly con- 
véntionalized modern design. Six 
marine fragments from the Posei- 
don Fountain at Gothenburg are 
grouped together, but can best be 
understood by viewing photographs 
of them first in their original set- 
tings. 

The Milles exhibit was brought 
to the United States through the 
sole initiative of the Art Muséum 
here, and after the summer will go 
to Detroit, Toledo and other cities. 
Milles, who is 56 years old, is re- 
garded by many critics as one of 
the world’s two or three outstand- 
ing sculptors. Incidentally, there 
are 15 tons of his work here.

INDICTMENTS EXPECTED 
IN GRAND BANK CASE 


Prosecutor Miller Says New 
Grand Jury Investigation 
Concerns Actual Robbery. 


Circuit Attorney Miller expects 
one or two indictments to result 
from a new grand jury investiga- 


tion of the million-dollar burglary 
of the Grand National Bank, which 
will start Tuesday. 

The inquiry will concern the ac- 
tual robbery rather than the myp- 
terious return of $822,000 of stolen 
bonds, the Circuit Attorney said, 
yesterday, and any indictments 
which are voted by the June term 
grand jury will concern this pri- 
mary phase of the case. 

The forthcoming investigation 
follows a police raid on the safe 
deposit box of Henry W. Bostle- 
man in the First National Bank of 
Webster Groves, Bostleman, a for- 
mer convict and principal suspect 
in the Grand National robbery, is 
in a Denver hospital recovering 
from a buliet wound suffered May 
10, when he was caught with twu 
companions in the act of a depart- 
ment store burglary which ‘was 
similar in execution to the Grand 
National robbery. 

The men arrested with Bostle- 
man, Van A, Miller and “Cocky” 
Leénard, are suspected by the St. 
Louis police of having participated 


in the Grand National burglar». 
The bank robbers, according to the 
police theory, were led by Bostle- 
man. Six weeks after the Grand 
Bank robbery, Bostleman was a» 
rested at the Hamilton State Bank 
when he attempted to deposit gold 
coins and currency which Grand 
National employes identified ans 
having been stolen from their in- 
stitution. Subsequently, he was 
released, 

Commenting on a newspaper 
publication that the Government is 
making an investigation of the 
distribution of $140,000 reward 
paid by the bank for the return of 
the stolen bonds, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Becker told the 
Post-Dispatch that no such inquiry 
is under. way. He said the gsitua- 
tion remains the same as wheu 
State Representative Joseph lL 
Lemon returned the bonds last 
January.

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UPEN AIR SCHOOL 
PUPILS DISMISSED 


Only Two of 431 Recom- 
mended for Readmission; 
Health of Others Improved. 


Only two of 481 chilren who 
have attended the Taussig Open-Air 
Schoo] have been recommended for 
readmission, the others having been 
benefited to an extent which makes 
attendance there no longer neces- 
sary, according to the report of Dr. 
J, H. Humphrey, supervisor of pub- 
lic health of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Special attention has been given 
recently to children who have been 
exposed to tuberculosis, 78 of the 
186 students enrolled this year hav- 
ing been in contact with tubercular 
persons. Tuberculin tests were 
given and the only active case was 
removed to Koch Hospital. 

Two open-air schools are provid- 
ed for white children and one for 
Negro children’ who need to con- 
tinue their studies in the open air. 
Car fare is provided for them and 
when they are unable to pay for 
proper food—an important item in 
tuberculosis prevention—funds are 
provided by the Tuberculosis Soci- 
ety. A two-weeks’ outing for 50 
students is provided by the society 
at the conclusion of the six-weeks’ 
summer school term. 

City clinics provide a means of 
correcting physical deficiencies of

The convention of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
at Baltimore last week authorized 
its president ‘to confer with govern- 


mental authorities and request a 
study of the subject of establish- 
ing through Federal legislation a 
system permitting the discount of 
mortgages on urban residences, and 
a study of long term and short 
term credit as applied to home fi- 
nancing. For the purpose of in- 
itiating discussion the president of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards was authorized to 
offer the services of five realtors 
for membership on and consulta- 
tion with the committee to which 
these matters may be referred by 
governmental authorities, and to 
furnish for purposes of investiga- 
tion such tentative proposals as 
may secure the approval of the 
Board of Directors of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 
No specific plan for a central mort- 
gage residential banking system 
was approved by the convention. 

Other action designed to stabilize 
realty values was the approval by 
the appraisal division after a year 
of study of s plan to certify real 
estate appraisers. The plan pro- 
vides for the creation of an insti- 
tute of appraisers and the setting 
up of high standards of practice 
which authors of the plans say will 
result in more wide-spread care in 
the setting of realty values.

show begins the scenery has all been 
put in place on the turntable. The 
prologue is played in a setting repre- 
senting the foyer of an opera house in 
Vienna; the scene is rather shallow, 
occupying only the front part of the 
stuge. At its conclusion the lights go 
out—an accepted convention for indi- 
cating a lapse of time in the action of 
the play—and the prologue setting is 
removed from the darkened stage. This 
removal leaves in view of the audience, 
when the lights go on, the setting for 
Scene 1, a courtyard, which occupies 
almost half of the turntable. As this 
seene ends the stage starts turning 
clockwise and the men’s chorus files 
through the door, to be discovered in 
a cobbler’s shop, singing, when Scene 
2 comes in view. This is a constantly 
moving scene. By the time the song 
is finished it has disappeared from 
sight of the audience, and Scene 3, a 
garden, faces the footlights. Then, 
while the turntable is carrying the gar- 
den away, occurs what might be called 
a scenelet. In a small space on the 
edge of the turntable is an arch, under 
which two of the principals stand and 
sing as the stage revolves. Their song 
ends when Scene 4 is in position. This 
is the courtyard again, where the act

proper began. The turntable has made, 
therefore, one complete revolution in 
the progress of the act. 

In ‘‘A Wonderful Night,’’ Act II con- 
tains seven scenes which follow one 
another without an interval for the 
shifting of scenery. The scenes are 
laid in a house in Vienna, and when 
the action shifts from one room to an- 
other the actors merely walk through 
a door into the new setting as the 
stage vevolves to present it to the audi- 
ence. An uninterrupted continuity of 
action is achieved. Incidentally, the 
furnishings used are authentic repro- 
ductions of those found in such houses 
about 100 years ago—the period with 
which the operatta deals. 

In the show which opens tomorrow 
night, ‘‘The Street Singer,’ the second 
act setting of which is shown at the top 
of this page, there will be no turning 
of the stage in view of the audience, 
as the piece does not require changes 
of scene within an act. In mot of the 
other productions of the current sea- 
son, however, the advantages of thé¢.re- 
volving stage will be utilized. The mo- 


bile platform was used effectively last 
year, but an effort is being made to 
employ it with increased effectiveness 
this summer, largely through careful 
designing of scenery to bring out 
three dimensions, thus giving an effect 
of completeness. The exterior of a 
cottage in ‘‘Music in May,’’ for exam- 
ple, will not be a flat expanse of paint- 
ed canvas, but will show part of the 
roof and sides of the house as well as 
the front. 


URTHERMORE, there will be 
] ese use made of the theater’s 
natural scenery, notably the two 
great oak trees on either side of the 
stage. When possible, a scene described 
in the script as a ballroom will become 
a garden on the stage in Forest Park. 
Improvement has been made, also, 
in the mechanism of the turntable. The 
cable around its edge which caused 
trouble occasionally last year by slip- 
ping has been made more secure, and 
it is believed that now the stage can 
be depended on to operate reliably. 
The revolving stage was installed 


here at the beginning of last season, 
and it was announced at the time that 
it was the first outdoor revolving stage 
in the world. The circular wooden 
platform, with its steel and bronze 
mechanism, electrically operated, cost 
about $12,000. It is 47 feet in diam- 
eter, and its edge comes within four 
feet of the footlights. The full width 
of the stage is about 25 feet more than 
that of the revolving section. The turn- 
table takes a minute and three-quar- 
ters to make a complete revolution. 

The work of devising the scenic ef- 
fects, of providing the background for 
the singing, dancing and romancing 
with which summer opera goers are 
being regaled these evenings, is largely 
in the hands of Herbert Moore, art di- 
rector of the Municipal Opera. He is 
chief experimenter in this laboratory 
which is developing a distinctive tech- 
nique of stage mechanics. 

Moore, a member of the Shuberts’ 
theatrical organization, began his work 
with the Municipal Opera last year, 
when Milton Shubert was placed in 
charge of the enterprise. He was 
brought back for the current season, 
in which J. J. Shubert is general pro- 
ductions manager. This is the first 
outdoor theater in which he has prac-

ticed his profession, but he has been 
designing scenery for New York stages 
for a good many years. Originally he 
was a painter and illustrator, having 
been a pupil of Howard Pyle’s. 

Preparing the Forest Park stage for 
its shows is a far different matter from 
planning the scenic part of a New 
York production, Moore finds. For 
one thing, the local stage is much big- 
ger than those in Manhattan, where 
the width rarely exceeds 32 feet, and 
the vast space to be filled here creates 
both difficulties and opportunities. 
Useful devices for narrowing the stage 
are the ‘“‘tormentors,’’ heavy, box-like 
pieces of scenery which slide out on 
tracks from the sides almost to the 
edge of the revolving section; they are 
a few feet nearer the footlights than 
the center of the turntable. 

Another thing that causes a bit of 
brain-racking is the fact that scenery 
for the Municipal Opera must be ver- 
satile. It is too expensive to be used 
only one week- -for one show, that is 
—and then discarded. It must be so 
designed that with slight alteration— 
repainting, changing a door or win- 
dow, or something of the kind—it can 
be made to look like something else 
and serve in other productions than 
the one for which it was first built. 


HE “inn piece,” an archway and 

Stairs, was used in ‘‘The Student 

Prince,”’ “Alone at Last,”’ ‘‘Blos- 
som Time”’ and one or two other shows 
last year. The rathskeller setting for 
Scene 1, Act II, of “Music in May,”’ 
shown at bottom of the page, will see 
service, in somewhat altered appear- 
ance, in other productions this season. 

Lack of a front curtain, of a celling 
and of a back drop makes further cal] 
on the ingenuity in staging the loca] 
operettas. With no ceiling there is no 
gridiron, the framework above the 
stage of an indoor theater, from which 
much of the scenery is dropped. 

The principal pieces of scenery at 
Forest Park must be built very sub- 
stantially, so they won't be blown over. 
Some weigh a ton or two, Moore esti{- 
mates, and are mounted on wheeled 
platforms. One such piece is 40 feet 
long, 16 feet thick and 38 feet high. 
Wind also makes it inadvisable to use 
curtains in big archways. 

Rain is another factor which has to 
be taken into account. The canvas 
which covers the wooden framework 
of the sets is waterproofed, and when 
glue is used, a special kind, unaffected 
by water, is employed. Even the light- 
ing must be planned with the weather 
in mind, and the changing conditions 
of the night sky. Rain, falling on hot 
spotlights sometimes cracks the lenses. 

With these and a few thousand 
other problems to deal with, Art Direc- 
tor Moore came to St. Louis several] 
weeks before the present season be 
gan, and by the time the first produc- 
tion was presented he had completed 


the scenic plans for the next four.

In a teashop 
just off the,Strand she works, not as 
an adventureésas or as a democratic 
gesture, but to earn a living. 

The wife of the seventh Baron 
Langford has been waiting on patrons 
of the teashop since 1927, but she 
has been waiting on her husband long- 
er than that—waiting for him to come 
back to her. She married Clotworthy 
Wellington Thomas Edward Rowley 
in 1922, and the next year he sailed 
away to seek his fortune. When his 
wife learned, early this year, that he 
had just become Lord Langford, she 
hadn’t even heard of him for a long, 
long time. 

On the death of the sixth baron, 
the missing husband, his nephew and 
heir to the Irish title, was found in 
Melbourne, Australia, where he was 
working as an odd-job man. He ac- 
cepted his title, but seemed to be in 
no hurry to return to the British Isles. 
He had acquired another wife and 
probably realized that this might 
cause complications, even for a peer. 
“[T intend to stay by my Australian 
bride,‘‘ he declared. 

So his first wife, the peeress-wait- 
ress, continues to wait in London. 
But she has told her story to Scot- 
land Yard, and also to the public. In 
a series of articles in the London 
Daily Express, signed ‘‘By Lady Lang- 
ford,’ she has related the details of 
an obscure Irish girl’s romance with 
a scion of nobility. 

Flo Shiel was a waitress when she 
met Rowley. Her father, an insurance 
broker, was an invalid, and the fam- 
ily had encountered financial difficul- 
ties, so the girl had gone to work in 
a tearoom in Dublin. Rowley was in- 
troduced to her at a party. He was 
36 years old then, and seemed to her 
very debonair and charming. She was 
only 20, and impressionable. She fell 
in love, and he fell into the habit of 
dropping into the tearoom in the af- 
ternoon and talking with her as she 
waited on him. Presently he was tak- 
ing her places in the evening. And 
his formidable array of Christian 
names had been reduced for her to 
‘Teddy.’ In a short time he proposed. 

She tells of those early days of love 
as follows: 

“It was my first proposal. I was 
thrilled and flattered. He came to 
my home in Ballsbridge, a suburb of 
Dublin, and met my family. Four 
weeks after our meeting we were en- 
gaged. 

“There was always talk of money. 
He explained to me that he was ‘short’ 
for the time being, but that as soon 
as he received certain money we would 
get married. 

‘‘He continued to come to Bonne 
Bouche (the tearoom where. she 
worked) almost daily, and every eve- 
ning we went out together. He danced 
well, had a beautiful baritone voice,

and talked to me of 
his -marvelous ad- 
ventures traveling 
around the world. 
‘“‘mMonths rolled by 
and I was gloriously 
happy.

Thinking back to 
that time, Lady Langford likes to read 
a letter her husband wrote her mother 
while they were on the wedding trip. 

‘Darling Mother: 

‘I wish you were here with us. It 
would be so lovely. Flo is looking 
well, mother, and I am taking good 
care of her; She is so very precious 
to me. 

“IT simply glory in taking my dar- 
ling about; she loves it so, and she is 
jolly good to me. Mother mine, I 
would like to express in words my 
very deep affection for you, but I 
cannot, but you will always find me 
at the back of you to keep your spir- 
its up. I think you know that. 

“You must not worry—please try 
not—there’s a dear. 

“We were both delighted with the 
announcement of the wedding, and I 
am having the name inserted in the 
peerage before we come home.

For that is virtually what 
the three-year contract they signed 
means. Dr. Squires is even given 
power of attorney for the various 


cleaners. And under the terms of the 
contract he is manager of the 
sales division of all 96 plants, with 


power to fire any employe, ‘ncluding 
the plant owner. 

The first requirements of all mem. 
bers of the new Cleaners and Dyers 
Institute was that they refrain from 
hiring hoodlums or themselves em. 
ploying racketeering methods. Under 
the contract the price of cleaning and 
pressing a suit was fixed at $1. De- 
tails of the organization were quickly 
perfected and Dr. Squires set about to 


restore the cleaners to the good graces

And the response to Dr. Squires’ dic- 
tatorship in the Cleaners and Dyers 
Institute indicates clearly that Chi- 
cago is not the only ctiy which is in- 
feasted by racketeers. Innumerable in- 
quiries have come to him, from a book- 
binding concern in New York, from a 
beauty and barber shop supply house 
in Ohio, from the millwrights of Chi- 
cago, from a greeting card concern in 
New York and from a butchers’ sup- 
ply company in Kansas City. They all 
want to know whether or not in Dr. 
Squires’ opinion it would be possible 
simflarly to organize their own indus. 
tries. So, perhaps, he is only the first 
of his type, a new figure in industry.

UST when_§ sociol- 
ogists and experts 
on crime think they 
have discovered 
why young men go 
wrong a case comes 
up that confounds 
all their neatly con- 
structed theories 
and leaves the 
pressing problems still begging a solu- 
tion. 

When Francis “‘Two Gun’’ Crow- 
ley, 21-year-old youngster, murdered 
a Long Island policeman a few weeks 
ago, and then was captured after a 
spectacular seige in a New York apart- 
ment house, the community’ was prop- 
erly horrified. It was discovered that 
Crowley had actually been a police 
character for years, that he had long 
been known to the authorities as a 
dangerous type, and that he had 
earned his sinister sobriquet several 
years ago by having two guns in his 
possession when arrested for partici- 
pation in a hold-up. 

The Crowley case received wide pub- 
licity, and again a demand arose for 
the explanation of the phenomenon of 
a boy turning in early youth to a life 
of crime and finding himself definitely 
on his way to the electric chair at the 
age when most other young men are 
preparing to cast their first vote. The 
question, however, did not remain un- 
answered for long. Crowley’s early 
training explained the entire business. 
Sociologists and other experts pointed 
out that he was a boy of the streets, 
raised in the slums, with no parents 
to guide him, no home life and no ed- 
ucation. His life, so thundering news- 
paper editorials declared, was a product 
of society's irresponsible attitude to- 
ward the poorer classes. Do away with 
the slums, said the sociologists. and 
you do away with crime. Most every- 
one whose opinion found expression in 
the newspapers and pulpits seemed to 
be of the belief that the problem of 


the youthful criminal was due to the. 
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simple fact that opportunities for a 
good education and training had been 
lacking. Give youth a chance to ob- 
tain training for a useful life, they 
said, and youth will not turn to crime. 

And then, just when the experts had 
analyzed and settled the problem to 
their own satisfaction, Roy- Herbert 
Sloane, a young man with a good fam- 
ily background, who had enjoyed ed- 
ucational opportunities, and who gave 
signs of possessing certain unusual 
talents, was ‘‘put on the spot’’ in New 
York and shot to death. All the back- 
ground that Crowley lacked, Sloane had 
enjoyed. Yet Sloane, too, had turned 
to a life of crime when he was 16 years 
old and has ended his career by being 
executed by fellow criminals instead of 
by the duly constituted authorities. 
With ‘entirely different backgrounds 
the two boys have come to practically 
the same end, it appears, and the ex- 
perts who so glibly accounted for 
Crowley in terms of sociological back- 
ground are scratching their heads in 
bewilderment, and are forced to admit 
the problem is perhaps a little more 
complicated than they had been willing 
to admit just @ few short weeks ago. 


HAT makes the Sloane case so 
WV interesting to students of psy- 

chology is the fact that he not 
only had a good background but 
seemed to be the possessor of talents 
which might have won him outstand- 
ing success in life were it not for that 
still unaccounted-for criminal tendency 
that first disgraced him and then took 
his life. 

Sloane was only 26 years old when 
shotgun slugs fired from a maroon- 
colored sedan cut him down as he 
was standing in front of an uptown 
speakeasy. As criminal careers go 
nowadays, he was no longer a young- 
Ster. But his first serious brush with 
the police occurred when he was 16. 
and the 10 years that followed have 
been curiously marked by an alterna- 
tion of scholarship, in and out of 
school, and criminal activity. 

Sloane's father was a Congregation- 
alist minister who served successfully 
in a number of Middle Western 
churches before resigning from the 
ministry to go into business in Ala- 
bama. His mother, Mrs. Anna Bogen- 
holm Sloane, is a woman of the intel- 
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Despite Education, Talent, 


lectual type. She has been prominent- 
ly identified with child welfare work. 
She is the holder of several university 
degrees, has written a number of books 
and is founder of the National Arts 
and Crafts Institute in Washington. 
She is a student of Oriental religions 
and in recent years has been interested 
in poptiarizing a religion of her own 
making, based on certain Oriental 
teaching. Thus, while Crowley roamed 
the slums of New York as a child, 
Sloane was being raised in a home in 
which religion and books and cultural 
pursuits were the very atmosphere. 
Sloane had completed his high 
school course when he was 16 years 
old and had distinguished himself by 
his scholarship in the process. He 
was living with his mother in Wash- 
ington at the time. And then one day, 
out of a clear sky, he stole an automo- 
bile and, while attempting to sell it, 
was arrested. He was tried, quickly 
convicted armé@ sent to the Training 
School in Washington. His behavior 
was good, the authorities were in- 
clined to regard his theft as a youth- 
ful misstep and he was soon released. 
He and his mother moved to Pitts- 
burg and he attended classes at Car- 
negie Institute of Technology. He was 
very good in mathematics and showed 
a definite bent for mechanics and en- 
gineering. Several years passed, the 
unfortunate affair of Washington had 
been forgotten and he seemed on his 
way toward a career in engineering. 
Suddenly he ran away from Pittsburg, 
and his mother received the unhappy 
information that he was again wanted 
for stealing an automobile. A short 
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time later he was captured in Akron, 
Ohio. He was returned to Pittsburg 
and sentenced to serve from three to 
six years for the theft. His intelli- 


gence, good breeding and appealing 
personality again made a favorable im- 


pression on authorities. He somehow 
didn’t seem to be the type for whom 
jails are intended. And after serving 
only a few months of his sentence he 
was again released on assurances of 
good conduct. 

With his mother he went back to 
Washington and the two of them en- 
rolled for courses at George Washing- 
ton University there. 


HEY then decided that Colum- 

bia University offered better op- 
portunities for his studies in 
engineering and he and Mrs. Sloane 
moved to New York. He _ took 
courses in engineering at Columbia 
and he even developed a kind of sta- 
bilizer for airplanes. This device re- 
ceived favorable comment from engi- 
neering experts, and men with capital 
were being interested in having it pat- 
ented and marketed when Sloane again 
broke out of harness. This time he got 
into troublesome predicaments from 
which he was never to free himself. 
While visiting Washington early in 
November, 1926, he was arrested on 
suspicion of automobile theft and 
“held for investigation.’’ Nothing was 
proven against him and he was imme- 
diately released. Exactly two weeks 
later he was arrested on a similar 
charge at Irvington, New Jersey, and 
again he was discharged. But three 


days later he was arrested in Mount 
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Vernon, New York, for stealing an 
automobile, and this time he didn’t 
get away. He was sentenced to five 
years in Sing Sing. One year Jater, 
while still a prisoner, he was accused 
of planning a jail break, and when a 
set of brass knuckles was found among 
his possessions in his cell, seven more 
years were added to his sentence. That 
was in December, 1927. 

In the meantime, H. Thornton 
Banks, a well-known New York attor- 
ney, who had been engaged by Mrs. 
Sloane to look after her son's legal in- 
terests, had become attracted to 
Sloane. The boy had a winning person- 
ality and a mind, and Mr. Banks was 
hopeful of his eventual regeneration. 
He suggested that Sloane should read 
law, and when Sloane expressed an 
eagerness to do so, Mr. Banks provided 
him with the books. 

For three years Sloane spent his 
abundant leisure in Sing Sing reading 
law. He appealed his conviction on 
the charge of grand larceny, and when 
the hearing of the appeal took place in 
a Westchester court last December he 
decided to argue his own case. He did 
it with astonishing effectiveness. He 
proved himself more capable than the 
average lawyer in defeating the strata- 
gems of the State’s prosecutor. Adroit- 
ly he produced two long-term Sing 
Sing prisoners who confessed to the 
theft of which he had once been found 
guilty. He accounted for the whole af- 
fair by telling the jury a story to the 
effect that he had really been taken 
advantage of by a person whom he had 
mistaken for a friend. His youthful 
earnestness and likeable personality, 
coupled with a genuinely moving plea, 
impressed the jury and the original 
conviction was reversed. 

This was a legal triumph of no mean 
order, but young Sloane went even 
further. He still had seven years to 
serve on the charge of possessing brass 
“knucks’’ in jail. There was another 
hearing, and again he succeeded, by a 
legal argument that lawyers called 
brilliant, in winning his case. He dem- 
onstrated that since he was held il- 
legally when he tried to break out of 
jail, he had every right to gain his 
freedom if he could.

He contributed to it some 
$5.000,000 of his own funds and per- 
suaded others to The campus 
was enlarged to 150 acres, making it 
probably the largest urban university 
campus in the world. The approaches 
were safeguarded by obtaining restric- 
tions on nearby residence property. A 
noble group of buildings, of a con- 
sistent architecture, came into being. 
Brookings himself gave the adminis- 
tration building, Samuel Cupples two 
buildings for engineering, Adolphus 
Busch the chemistry building and 
Stephen Ridgley the library building. 
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The endowment of the university was 
raised to over $12,000,000. 

Brookings gave special thought to 
inedical education. Determined to cre- 
ate a medical school, as part of the 
university, that should rank with the 
best in the world, he visited and 
studied the workings of nearly all the 
important medical training centers in 
this country and Europe. His plans 
came to fruition in 1913 and 1914, 
when he built and equipped an up-to- 
date plant out of his own funds. Ad- 
ditional and generous contributions 
have since come from other sources, 
among them the General Education 
Board, founded by John D. Rockefeller. 
Brookings is justifiably proud of the 
medical school. ‘‘It challenges com- 
parison today,” he has said, ‘‘with any 
in the world, the medical profession 
being agreed that it is probably as 
complete and well balanced a medical

CHICAGO. 
HEN the Museum 
of Science and In- 
dustry is completed 
here it will be pos- 
sible to see in min- 
iature the whole 
history of man’s 
progress through 
the ages.

The 
second day there the family was 
alarmed by the disappearance of Wil- 
liam, axed 12. He had gone out for a 
short walk in the morning, just to go 
a few blocks from the hotel.

4 o'clock the Rosenwalds were frantic. 
They notified the police of the boy's 
disappearance. 

At a quarter to 6 William walked 
into the hotel looking somewhat pre- 
occupied and weary, but otherwise very 
happy. After father and mother had 
both said a number of things about 
boys of 12 who wandered away in 
strange cities, all of which seemed to 
surprise William, he got a chance to 
explain. He had spent the entire day in 
a museum, he said. Somehow the time 
had slipped away. This explanation 
seemed scarcely satisfactory and the 
elder Rosenwald said he would go with 
William the next day to see what kind 
of place this Deutsches Museum was 
which could hold the attention of a 
youngster for so long. As the late Mrs. 
Rosenwald used to tell the story, that 
was the last she saw of both William 
and her husband for nearly a week. 

It was then Mr. Rosenwald decided 
that if ever he was able to afford 
philanthropy on a big scale he would 
give such a museum to the city of 
Chicago. He was already well on the 
way to amassing a large fortune. More 
candid than most captains of industry, 
he readily concedes that his wealth 
is due in considerable part to luck, 
and he has felt for a long time that he 
is more or less in duty bound to give 
away the bulk of his money. A few 
years ago, with the aid of several ex- 
perts, he set to work at this not in- 
considerable task. An extensive plan 
of rural education in the South and 
various philanthropies are absorbing 
the Rosenwald fortune, much as the 
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Model of a Phoenician ship.

Kaempffert as director. The job he 
faced was almost altogether a new one.

The visitor to the new museum, 
which will be opened the latter part of 
1932 or the first of 1933, will enter a 
great central rotunda. From this cen-

new machines that aid the miner 
are to be there, with the mechanism 
laid bare and explained. Dioramas— 
small, illuminated stages—will bring 
out more clearly the less obvious proc- 
ess in wresting coal from the earth. At 
various points in the coal mine and 
elsewhere throughout the museum 
there will be motion pictures, auto- 
matically projected, detailing the geo- 
logical explanation of how the coal 
came to be in the earth. 

Similarly, in the department given 
over* to agriculture and _ forestry, 
each exhibit will be dramatized. 
The development of the plow will be 
shown from the first forked stick to 
the great motor-powered gang plow 


used in large-scale 
farming. And be- 
side the first crude 
McCormick reaper 
will stand the mod- 


impressive machine 
that performs a half-dozen or more op- 
erations as it moves across the field. 
And when the visitor presses the but- 
ton on the railing fencing off the ex- 
hibits they will begin to function. A 
great many exhibits will, of course, 
have to be fenced off to save the 
overly curious from personal injury. 
Even the physical sciences have been 
dramatized in a series of displays that 
work. There will be 26 exhibit rooms 
in this department, ranging from No. 
1, the origin of science, through math- 


_ematics, sound, music, hall of electro- 


magnetism, modern photographic proc- 
esses, down to the theory of relativity. 
An ellipsoidal ceiling in the room de- 
voted to sound will provide a whisper- 
ing gallery in which strange acoustical 
tricks will be possible. 

In the transport section the visitor 
will get on a Pullman car that will 
display the entire evolution of the 
sleeping car, starting at one end with 
the first crude straw-covered bunks 
and ending with the most modern ac- 
commodations. The various sections of 
this car will vibrate in accord with 
the period in railroad history from 
which they date. And it will be pos- 
sible in a short walk to experience 
every kind of roadway since the dawn 
of history, the first rude path of the 
savage, the Via Appia of ancient Rome, 
the muddy, bumpy road of the Middle 
Ages and the modern hard road of ce- 
ment or macadam. 

The thousands of exhibits that will 
fill the Museum of Science and Indus- 
try are rapidly emerging from the 
blueprint stage. Within 10 years after 
the opening of the museum it is esti- 
mated that the exhibits will be worth 
more than $50,000,000. Eighty per 
cent of these are being donated. The 
curators of various divisions have suc- 
ceeded in interesting corporations 
in contributing not only historic 
models but in building special displays

some of the best known social scien- 
tists of the country. Research fellows 
have been attracted to it from a score 
of universitres in this country and 
abroad, and it is expected that its fa- 
cilities will be increasingly used by 
visiting foreign scholars. Research in- 
stitutes, on the lines of the two origi- 
nal ones, will continue to be devel- 
oped under its auspices as the means 
for establishing them are found. An 
Institute of International Relations 
and an Institute of Industria] Psychol- 
ogy have already been approved in 
principle by the Board of Trustees. 

“Our primary purposes,’ said Brook- 
ings, the chairman of the board. “are 


to aid constructively in the develop- 


ment of national policies and to sup- 


plement the educational organization 
of the country. The research institutes 
of the institution will eventually cover 
the whole range of the social sciences.”’ 

“The Brookings Institution,” says an 
announcement, ‘is firmly rooted in 
what is perhaps the greatest need of 
our civilization—the control of the al- 
most unlimited forces which natural 
science has in recent years placed in 
the unready hands of society. The in- 
stitution has been built to further that 
control, and had already done its part 
in demonstrating that the aim of social 
control is practical and attainable. It 
is, indeed, a field of work in which

success may justly be called of para- 
mount importance, The alternative of 
failure, in the view of many thoughtful 
students of history, implies the advent 
of a period of retrogression compara- 
ble to those Dark Ages which over- 
shadowed civilization after the fall of 
Rome.”’
